Millions Spent 
By Hong Kong; 
Hope for Peace

HONG KONG (UP) — What 
ever the_rest of the world may 
think about the future, Hong- 
Kong appears to be proceeding 
on the assumption that it will 

bring peace and plenty. 

Hong Kong's confidence is best 
illustrated by the vast sums pri- 
vate investors and the govern- 
ment are spending to make. this 
Biitish a better place. 
An accurate estimate is impos- 
sible, but many millions of 
Hong Kong dollars are involved. 

Private enterprise has been 
spending considerable sums to 
open up outlying areas and to 
provide new houses to accom- 
modate a population swollen by 
refugees from Red China 
2,250,000 persons crowded into 
a total area of about 391 square 
miles 

The government itself un- 
dertaking vast’ expansion 
schemes. The April-June report 
of the director of public works 
listed a total of 55 new projects 
either just completed, in the 
course of construction or at the 
drawing board stage. 

Government work already 
jcompleted includes two new 
markets, a police station, and 
major alterations to law courts 
and education offices. 

Of major importance 
plans for the improvement and 
extension of Kai Tak airport. 
Preliminary designs have been 
prepared for expansion of air 
facilities and a detailed survey 
has been started of the area.
